The Polish Mission is also to be deactivated, according to one 
source; however, a skeleton staff will remain, retaining the 
official name of the Mission, in order to recruit German specialists 
for Poland. Poland-is sald to be granting (with SMA anvroval) a 
handsome sum for the establishment of a series of illegal recruit- 
ing offices in the western zones. The German specialists are 
being offered extremely favorable contracts which are to be signed 
at the offices of the Polish Military Mission in Berlin. The 
workers will receive a generous advance payment and then be sent 
in closed transports to Berlin. At present only metal workers 
and specialists for cast iron and cast steel are being recruited.
